Some American travelers returning 
from abroad insist that the main trou­ 
ble in Europe now is the disinclination 
of most of the European peoples to 
get down to work. The British, among 
others, have often been accused of this 
after-the-war laziness. 
There may be 
a good deal of truth in the charge, 
though, even if there is, the terrific 
strain through which 
these 
peoples 
passed is surely an 
extenuating con­ 
sideration; but it is hardly possible 
that unwillingness to get to work is as 
prevalent on the other side of the wa­ 
ter as some travelers would have us 
believe.

and 
woolens 
received 
during the corre­ 
sponding period 
of last 
year.

woolen imports, in fact, are now more 
than double the 1919 imports and the 
imports of cotton goods are increas­ 
ing.

Great Britain, at any rate, have gone 
back to work and are working pretty 
steadily; and their 
output seems to 
be increasing rapidly despite the new 
crisis that arise in Europe every week 
or so and set the politicians there by 
the ears.
